When asked if the lounge should 
be for men and women both, 98 
per cent agreed that it should be. 

There was a total of 220 stu- 
dents interviewed, out of which 
140 were men, and 80 were wo- 
men.

The third department is the 
body and fender shop. Here the 
students learn to overhaul brake 
equipment, ,repair upholstery, 
install glass, do welding of all 
kinds, and also sand, paint and re- 
move dents from bodies and fend- 
ers. 


Mr. Arlin Pirtle, the instructor, 
explained that “body and. fender 
work is strenuous, but skilled men 
in this field are always in demand. 
The subjects taught ‘here are so 
wide and varied that a man has a 
choice of many fields in which he 
can specialize.’ 3 


_ Apprenticeship Credit 


After a student has completed 
two years of shop training in any 
one of these three trades he may 
apply to a state board of examin- 
ers for apprenticeship credit. 
Then, after two years of work in 
an industrial plant as an indentur- 
ed apprentice: he will be eligible 
for a journeyman’s certificate. 
The ownership of a journeyman’s 
certificate is valuable evidence of 
superior skill in a trade or craft.
